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In 2002, when Linda Stone moved to her lovely home on 
Lake Charlevoix, just a few feet off M-66 north of East Jor- 
dan, the busy roadway was posted at a somewhat more sedate 
45 miles per hour, but it was still treacherous for homeown- 
ers along the stretch to walk their dogs during the commute 
Bouts. 

: These aye the speed is up to 50 mph, aa commuters 
have ticked up their speedometers to a corresponding num- 
ber somewhat higher than that. 

© From being the waterfront haven she looked forward to, 

"With what she believes are some of the best views of Lake 
Charlevoix, Stone found that she was constantly aware of 
traffic noise just outside her front windows. 

While the neighborhood is lovely and well-maintained, 
it was originally planned for minimal parking, forcing people 
to park just off the road, causing more concern due to Oy 
structed vision. . 

In 2006, Stone got involved with a grassroots neighbor- 
hood effort to get the speed reduced. She used the south end 
of the city of Charlevoix as an example, pointing out that 
while there are fewer homes in the area, the stretch of M- 66

Working with other volunteers, indie was sable to collect 
over 100 signatures in support of a reduced speed limit, in- 
“cluding several local authorities - Chamber president Mary

A committee, appropriately named Committee of Con- .

Allen, outlining a plan of action that included reducing the 
speed limit to 30 mph, with a 25 mph limit for commercial

ing zone; a caution light’at the Lord Road and M-66 intersec- 
tion; the installation of walking/biking safety lanes; and, 
signage to advise of the reduced speeds and cage to pedes- 
-trians.

“We have never been supported by anyone? ” Stone said. 
“Nothing was done by M-DOT? 

For the next three years, Stone fought hard to siiake 
changes she believes will improve the safety of her neighbor- 
hood, and she had very little success in securing help from _ 
the governmental sector. But the private sector has her grati- 
tude. 

“It’s great that there a are seeti who are aware and slew 
down for pedestrians. This is a very active neighborhood 
with visitors and businesses,’ Stone said. Nevertheless, some 
mornings she returns from a walk “pelted with sand,’ she 


- said. “Slow down - enjoy the scenery,” she encoutages. 


If was an M-DOT representative that suggested the citi- 
zens put up signs themselves, and Stone was quick to act. Her . 
friendly toddler on‘a big wheel sign is a graphic reminder to 
drivers of their limited sight distance. 

“People have noticed them, so if other people want to 
make signs and put them out - that’s okay,” Stone said. 

Stone mentioned that Sheriff Schneider has been very 
helpful in providing increased enforcement of the existing 
limit, as has East Jordan Chief of Police, Dan Reese. . 

“But mostly. it falls to people to be aware,” she said, 


adding that she wants to thank the people who, slow down, . 


and even ‘move over to.make rooms for bicyclists and folks ~ 
out walking their dogs. : = 
Still actively pursuing a speed limit change, Stone ¢ con- 
tacted Senator Allen this summer and received a personal let- 
ter back, in which he noted that nothing had changed since 
the last M-DOT study, saying he does not believe M- ‘DOT i in- 
tends to change the speed limit. 

Instead he offered other suggestions, including city or 
township involvement in the installation of bike and walking 
paths, noting that these improvements will also require 
homeowner's cooperation, as the right-of-way is narrow in 


- that area. He also suggested long-term ideas such as “adding 


elements to the roadside to calm traffic, such as the addition 


of street trees or other features that would created a more ‘en- - 


closed’ feeling for drivers and encourage them to slow down?” 

But in the here and now, it is still up to local homeown- 
ers to be vigilant, and drivers to be responsible with their 
speeds in residential areas — cea when the sight dis- 
tance is short.

QUESTION: Should I be concerned about my two-and- -as: 


half-year-old son's tendency to stammer and repeat words? «_ 
If he has a real stuttering problem, I don't want to wait too » 
long before doing something about it. s 


DR. DOBSON: Your son's stammer will probably disap- 


pear in time, but just to be safe, you should take him in now", 
for an evaluation. There is a "normal stuttering" that is com-:- 
mon between the ages of two and six, when a child’s knowl- *' 
edge and vocabulary are expanding faster than his 2 
neurological ability to verbalize his thoughts. However, you = 
should be aware of some.secondary mannerisms which are : 
indicative of a pathological stuttering beyond the normal: 
disfluency found in preschoolers, including the child's strug: 
gling noticeably to get words out; obvious frustration in the , 
child while trying to speak; increasing vocal tension result-:” 
ing in rising pitch or loudness; or very long prolongation 
(several seconds) of syllables. 

Whether these secondary mannerisms are present or not, 
the Speech and Hearing Division of Children's Hospital in “ 
Los Angeles encouragés parents to bring a child with speech 
difficulties in for an evaluation as early as two years of age. 
The likelihood of your son's having a pathological stuttering _ 
problem is slim, but experts believe it is best to.be cautious _ 
at this age -- they would rather take the time to put a child
